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"We have brains but no hands, we have the 
doctrine of Vedanta but we have not the power to 
reduce it practice. In our books there is the doctrine 
of universal equality, but in work we make great 
distinctions". 



"We are orthodox Hindus, but we refuse to 
indentify ourselves with "don't touchism" that is not 
Hinduism. It is in none of our books. It is an 
unorthodox superstition which has interfered with 
national efficiency all along the time." 
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In America on the basis of race as they belong 
to the black race, but they are assured of equal 



rights, status and treatment in all Socio-religious as 
well as political fields in American and in England, 
whereas in India even though all Indians belong to 
the same race of Caucasian they are treated unequally 
as if they belonged to diffrent races.

The ruling class enjoys it power and previleges 
as gifts of God which only the sinful can ever dare 
to take away from it. In Gita, God announces that all 
earthly powers are manifestations of his power not 
only are the priestly previleges of the Brahmins 
exercised on devine authority not only did Kings and 
emperors in the past rule as incornations of God but 
even to day the parasitic land lords claim to be 'The 
natural leaders' of the peasant masses whom they 
xploit." 
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The Sudras had no civil or religious rights. 
A Sudra, trying to hear the vedic texts shall have 
his ears filled with molten tin or lac, if he recites 
the vedas his tongue shall be cut off and if he 
remembers it, he shall be dismembered. If he 



assumes a position of equality with twice born men 
either sitting conversing or going along the road he 
shall receive corporal punishment. A Sudra 
committing adultery with an Aryan women shall have 
his organ cut off and his property confiscated.

The brahmins always conspired with the 
ruling calsses against their own people for selfish 
reasons.

The British Government opened the educational 
Institutions to the people of all castes. The Britishers 
never observed the caste rules in making 
recruitments of caders to the services or admitting 
students to the schools, and colleges. They gave 
Indians education new values and new standards. 
The oppressed masses of poeple realised the 
importance of all these which were once debarred 
to them. The sudras and the untouchables slowly 
realised the values of education. Property and self 
respect. British rule gave a new mode of Thinking a 



new ideology and a new way of life to all those 
peoplewho were formerly deprived of all rights under 
the rule of caste - Councils i.e., caste panchayats. 
The British Government threw open the Hospitels to 
all Castes. Thousands of down trodden people 
embraced. Islam and Christianity in which they 
regained their self - respect and social status which 
were with held from them, because of their low caste 
and freed themselves from the octopus clutches of 
the Caste-system. In a word, the British rule 
immobilised the power of the caste-councils, and 
transferred it to the courts established by the 
Government. The British rule lent equality of status 
to all castes. Therefore, the untouchable breathed a 
sign of relief under the foreign rule. The foreign rulers 
didnot interfere with the caste system, as it was a 
boon to their stable administratioin." 

"Gandhiji started his Harijan move-ment for the 
uplift of untrouchables but not to abolish the caste 
system. Gandhiji tried to eradicate untouchbility, 
while preserving the caste system. But Dr.Ambedkar 
strongly opposed the policy adopted by Gandhiji in 
the openion of Dr.Ambedkar, It is not only necessary 
to eradicate untouchbility but also to abolish caste- 
system it self which is the source of untouchbility, 
superiority and inferiority. The real method of 
breaking up the caste-system is not to bring about 
inter-caste dinners and inter caste marriaes but to 
destroy the religious notions on which the caste- 
system was founded".
